It  will  bo  notod  from  the  tables  showing  the 
numbers  of  oases  of  Infectious  disease  that  the  total 
number  of  oases  ^of  diphtheria  notified  was  70,  Jifter 
final  diagnosis^  however^  24  of  those  wore  found  to  be 
not  true  diphtheria  oases  leaving  a  total  of  46  for  the 
3  years*

The  Irammisation  sohome  begun  in  1938  ms 
continued  throughout  the  years  1939  to  1941*  For  the 
first  part  of  this  period  three  Injeotions  of  T,A*F. 
Prophyla otlo  wore  given  but  latterly  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  two  injections  only  of  A.P.T* 
Prophylactic  were  regarded  as  necessary*  Jtoat  of  the 
sessions  were  hold  in  the  schools  of  the  various  parishes^ 
the  children  under  school  age  being  treated  at  the  same 
time  as  the  school  children.  8y  the  end  of  194lf 
2^653  children  had  been  immunised*  The  results  of  the 
immunisation  campaign  from  its  beginning  1938  to  the 
end  of  1941  are  shown  in  the  following  table*
